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H. E. Spencer’s Speech In House Of Commons On $300,000,000 Refunding 
Loan, And Enlarging Committee Powers To Consider A Federal Reserve Bank 


Following are the speeches de¬ 
livered by H. E. Spencer, M.P , 
in the house of commons debates 
art. Ottawa, June 1st and 2nd on 
th|e $300,000,000 refunding loan 
and enlarging powers of banking 
and commerce committee to con¬ 
sider the establishment of a fed¬ 
eral reserve bank. 

“Mr Chairman, my sympathies 
go iont sincerely to the Acting Mi¬ 
nister off finance. I appreciate that 
be has probably the most trying 
; portfolio! in the gift of the govern¬ 
ment : he is responsible for all 
minifies paid ont and for all monies; 
c‘0[ming ini. It is for that reason 
tbjat sliifcji debates as we are engag¬ 
ed in to-day are, in my opmir u, 
the rafofit important that can < oine 
before this house, and I am v?ry 
sorry indeed to hear the hon. mem¬ 
ber for Marquette (Mr. Orerar) 
say that we are wasting Tin*.*' All 
over the wio-rld debtsi are growing 
""very rapidly. Europe, toi-day is in 
■ ctn awful condition financially, 
and. only two colufntries are really 
holding th'eir heads above water. 

, r Fuam(i^, as we k^vcw, .with a .xurt- 
^tonal debt »of sixty billion dollars, 

; bias at national debt of sixty-eight 
billion dolllorsi. 

There has been some criticism of 
^suggestions put forward in the 
whiat are termed the unorthodox 
course of this discussion. When si- 
mjiliar suggestions were put for¬ 
ward two years ago many mem¬ 
bers walked lout of the blouse. To¬ 
day lam glad to sjee greater inter¬ 
est in these suggestions, and I con¬ 
gratulate those members wfhio have 
given them a very fair hearing. 

: We can make a great mistake in 
beinig too' orthodox; there comes a 
tiune when you hfave got to be a 
little unorthodoix and explore new 
means and wfays of doing things. 
If five h)njndred ycl.ifrs ago people 
1 had discussed in' parliament such 
r things as thle flying machine, the 
Melepjh'one, thle gramaphone, radio 
1 and other wonderful discoveries 
: which we have mow, they wtoliild 
h|a;ve been' placed in aylslums or in 
i prislons. We have been following 
on certain lines of e-rthiodox fina¬ 
nces for a losg ti-me; today there 
is a very large school of thought 
throughout the world which real¬ 
izes that the orthodox school of 
finance has got to go. 

There is not the slightest reason 
r Why when this matter is brought 
^ forward even the acting minister 
' of finjance should refer to our sug- 
: gestiolns as Russia nizinJg our cur¬ 
rency, nor is there any reason why 
; other hon. gentlemen should refer 
to therm 'a-s wild-cat schemes. The 
minister does not seem to realize 
that the small group in; this house 
who are putting forward these 
i suggestions are this best friends. 
Unfortunately faje does n,ot appear 
to think so. But coming back to 
the main question, I fulnderstland 
thiat toi-day the annual interest on 


our national war debts amounts to 
just about as much as the entire 
yearly cost of running the country 
previous to the war. Th|at is some¬ 
thing we hiajve to recognize as a 
very serous matter to consider. I 
wiais much pleased with the way 
th)e hon. member for Red Deer, 
(Mr. Speakman), handled the sub¬ 
ject a few minutes ago. This coun¬ 
try is suffering under a tremend¬ 
ous load of taxation, /and one of 
the reasons is that We have to-day 
bonds issued exempt from taxation 
to tihie amount of $931,512,900. It 
is because of these things that we 
are very anxious to help thle acting 
finance minister cut down expense 
and get money cheaper if possible. 
The acting finance minister may 
not wish to accept shme of the 
suggestions put forward this af¬ 
ternoon and this evening, and T do 
not blame him for not accepting 
them right off. But 1 have some¬ 
thing to suggest tliiart is along more 
orthodox lines which 1 trust he 
will consider. He led the hio-use 
to believe this aftermoloin that the 
iotfftt-bhmt i-s gokjg'torbe made will 
carry interest at 5 to 5 3-4 per cent 

Mr. Robb : No. 

Mr. Spencer: I shall he glad to 
he corrected if I am. wrong. 

Mr. Robb: 1 made no snlc'h state¬ 
ment as to the rate of interest. 

Mr. Spencer: Does tbe minister 
expect to get it at lelsis thaUi 5 ? 

Mr. Robb : I do. 

Mr. Spencer: I am glad to hear 
thh-t. Possibly he does not expect 


to get it at less thiah 3 ljj-2. 1 was 
therefore going to suggest that, we 
have an excellent way of getting 
money at 3 1-2 per cent, probably 
as much as thle government wishes 
If he cared to offer 3 1-2 per cent 
—-or, if the minister wishes, 4 per 
cent—through the post office sav¬ 
ings. Whjy 4 not tlihoW the gates 
en as it were, and let the money 
come in, with/ the guarantee of the 
government, tlh|us obviating the 
necessity of issuing bonds, the 
country would be siaived many 
thousands Of dollars i«j interest, 
perhaps /millions. 

I was glad to see the ^-finance 
minister (Sir Henry. Drayton) 
take part, in this debate to,-night. 
He has seen- fit mot to* take part in 
tliesc debates for the 4a*st two 
years, th)om(gh he knows a great 
deal more about this subject than 
T think he cares to give the house. 
I regretted the suggestion be made 
that, la/nvone thoujght for a moment 
of issuing paper to pay *or a two 
billio'nl doRjair indebtedness at once 
—thie wh)ole thing is ahs-r -*d. 

T would iike ho qtiolr \ 'a few 
lnjes from a speech mad? 1 by the 
Hon. Reginald McKenna... of Lon¬ 
don, England. He saidk^ 

“If hanks increasied their loans 
niad investments, the results would 
be to increlaise the -aggregate am- 
j oiulnt of their deposits hut to add 
nothing to their cash rolfturces. 

I quote that because The state¬ 
ment I made this afternoon was 
not. accepted. 1 think,, by some 


hon. members. Referring to the 
meaning and importance of mone¬ 
tary policy, he staid: 

‘‘One man may tell you to in¬ 
crease it indefinitely, and keep 
trade blooming, but if you do, the 
prices will soar indefinitely. You 
Will first suffer innumerable soc¬ 
ial evils, and finally the extreme 
depreciation of yonr currency will 
greatly impair yojur power to 
trade. ” 

Tliat, elf course, was the cavse in 
some of thle EurOpe-aol countries. 

“Someone else will urge you to 
reduce the amount of money, -aaid 
bring down prices to pre-war lev¬ 
el, or to such Other arbitary level 
as he happens to think is the right 
one.” 

That was dome in this country, 
wdjli this result—I quote from Mr. 
McKenna again : 

“Yes, and triad e will reinJain de¬ 
pressed, anld unemplopment will 
be withi you all the time. More¬ 
over, the hlnirden of the national 
debt with the higher value of mo¬ 
ney will become intolerable, and 
Mjo cilia 'l icelior oU'the xehe<\-mir 
will be able to balance his budget. 

“I thiinlk it will be generally ac¬ 
cepted th)at if the price level be 
unchanged, lain increase of the vo¬ 
lume of trade will ireqatire an in¬ 
crease im the volume of ba/nk ere 
dit Aid currency, that j s to say, of 
money. 7 ’ 

I quote these few wordsi because 
I think it is just as well when hon. 
members deal with, this subject in 


a rather unorthbdox way that we 
should be able to place before the 
house quotations from mem 1 in such 
h(igh positions as the Hum-. Mr. 
Reginald MeKenlna as one sup¬ 
porting the views we hold. 
FEDERAL RESERVE BANK 
July 2, 1924. 

Mr. Spencer: Mr. Speaker, the 
h)on. member for Lortbiniere (Mr. 
Vien) in criticizing the suggestion, 
of a< central bank of re-discount 
referred to the evidence of several 
gentlemen who were before the 
hanking and corammerce commit¬ 
tee a year ago and pointed out 
thiait they rather criticized thle sug¬ 
gestion's then: made. These same 
gentlemein 1 in giving evidence be¬ 
fore the banking and commerce 
committee lait that time also! stated 
that Canada bad the best banking 
system ini the world ; that deposi¬ 
tors were no doubt absoutely se¬ 
cured and thatt the banks were on 
a sound basis. I have only to refer 
the history of such banks as the 
Home, Hamilton, Banque Nation- 
ale, and others of which we all 
ki-ow, institutions that hwe been 
though very trying times since 
those statements were made. I 
simply mention thiait to show that 
if those gentlemen were wrong in 
thie second statement they made, 
they probably were wrong *n the 
i first. 

The acting minister of finance, 
(Mr. Riobb), mentioned that a 
very thlclrougjli study wias made of

In the remarks that I shall make 
this afternoon I wish largely to 
review the question of mote issue. 
The issue lolfibank notes is referred 
to 1 in section 61, sub-section 2, of 
the Biank Act: Banks are allowed 
to issue up the .amiount of their 
paid-up capital as a special privi¬ 
lege to those corporations. This 
was at one time thought to be suf¬ 
ficient. for the meainsi of exchange. 
However, the business or the coun¬ 
try bias slo 1 increased we have had 
to find other mcians of increasing 
the issue of notes. The first ex-

how that 
as blueness increased in the coun¬ 
try we ihiad to find soane means of 
getting a larger medium of ex¬ 
change in the mjaftter of note issue. 

1 would like to refer, however, 
to the year 1904, when the paid-up 
capital in comparison to the assets 
amounted to 11 per cent. Twen+v 
years .afterwards we find it only 
amounts to 4 per cent; in other 
words, as business increased the 
ratio of capital to, assets decreas¬ 
ed . Other means also had to be 
found to create a sufficient medi¬ 
um of exchange, and in 1913 the 
central gold reserve wias started. 
The central gold reserve, accord¬ 
ing to one of the men who had a 
j gjre-ait deal to do with starting it, 
was never inteded to be anything 
else than a gold reserve where the 
gold could be placed and notes is¬ 
sued againsit it. But the inise of the 
gold reserve h)a|s wandered a long 
way out of that path since that 
tijrne. ife. 1914 the Finance Act 
was passed, which made it possible 
for the banks to bring certain se¬ 
curities to thie Treasury board and 
obtain Dominion no'tes aganst 
th&mj for a- charge of 5 er cent. A 
lot of these notes were issued in 
balrge legails to facilitate ini their 
exchanges), blit a large quantity 
was taken to the central gnld re¬ 
serve and placed there so that a- 
gainst it they coiuld issue their 
own plaper. We were informed in 
the banking and commerce com¬ 
mittee a year <a\go th(at the reasou 
they wished to issue their own pa- 
rer instead of issuing Dominion 
paper was because of the matter 
of advertising. We have to-day 
in the central gold reserve, in 
round figures, so|me $9,000,000 of 
gold and $56,000,000 in nlotes or 
paper. In other words, as a well- 
known banker who made litis nlaime 
famous! in Canlada some years ago, 
stated to line, it was really more 
> 15 a gilded reserve than a gold re¬ 
serve. 

Regarding the quality of the se¬ 
curities left with the Treasury 
Board T wWuld like to quote an -an¬ 
swer given to the bofcn. member for 
Bow River (Mr. Garland), in 1922 

“Notes to the -amount of $87,- 
115,075 we<re issued to the banks 
as advanc.es under the Finance Act 
1924, and secured by thte deposit 
of securities approved by the trea¬ 
sury board, including Dominion of 
Canada bonds and treasury bills, 
bonds of the provinces of Canada 
and Caniadiani municipalities, Bri¬ 
tish Colutmjbia treasury bills, Can¬ 
adian Northern colmpaniy notes, 
certiaiin industrial bonds) and stock 
assignments of grain and produce 
and demlamd notes of commercial 
houses endorsed by the banks to- 
the order df the minister of fin¬ 
ance. ” 

You will notice that two of the 
items in this list were Dominion

P roduction of silk dates far into antiquity, and for 
ages tne manner of its production was kept secret 
Up to the sixth century A.D. all raw silk was imported 
into Europe from China, out the Byzantine Emperor 
Justinian induced two monks to travel into China to 
procure silk worm eggs and though the export of them 
was punishable by death, these monks succeeded in 
bringing back a quantity concealed in the hollows of 
their pilgrims staves. 

From Byzantium, silk cultivation spread into Greece 
and Syria, then cel into Spain, and thence successively 
into Sicily, Naples, Northern Italy and France, being 
established in Italy in the sixteenth century. 

Various determined attempts have been made, prin¬ 
cipally between ‘the years 1622 and 183*9 to establish 
the* silk industry |n America, resulting at one time in a 
not inconsiderable production, but the excessive cost 
of the labor involved- in the rearing of the worms and 
in the reeling of t^he raw silk from the cocoons as com¬ 
pared with the tjrifling cost *of such labor in Europe 
and Asia, has rendered it impossible to produce raw 
silk at commercial prices on this continent. 

Most of the silk imported to America comes from 
Japan, Italy and <5hina where, a-lso, the humidity of the 
atmosphere contributes no little to the snccess of the 
industry in those countries. The greatest importation 
is from the Flowery Kingdom, and this mostly in the 
raw-silk form as it is reeled from the cocoons. 

Silk is valuable.' In one consignment of a few hun¬ 
dred bales, hundreds of Tiousands o-f dollars are tied 
up, and for this; reason, that no time may be lost in 
making up the raw material and placing the finished 
soods unon the market, the product of the little silk 


worm is given transportation facilities which few other 
commodities enjoy. The hales of skeins are stowed 
carefully in the vessels which transport them across 
the Pacific, and in such a manner that they can be 
speedily and safely discharged upon arrival at the 
Canadian or American port. No time is lost Special! 
trains made up of passenger baggage equipment await 
the arrival of the vessel if it docks at Vancouver as do 
the Empress liners of the Canadian Pacific, and once 
the valuable cargo has been sealed into the cars the 
train proceeds towards its destination, often making 
better time than the regular passenger trains. 

For the reason that the route is more direct, many 
silk dealers in New York, where much of the silk is 
destined, consign their shipments via Canada and dur¬ 
ing the past few months many interesting time records 
have been made over Canadian Pacific lines. 

On March 22nd, the “Empress of Asia” sailed from 
Yokohama carrying the largest consignment of silk to 
be forwarded from the Orient for some time. The silk 
was specially stowed for prompt discharge on arrival 
at Vancouver, and from the time the steamer docked, 
until the special train to New York left, there was a 
lapsed time of only thirteen and one-naif minutes per 
car. c

Our Sorrows 


The following article appeared in 
the Calgary Albertan a few days ago, 
and relates some of the incidents in 
the life of the old timer.

Frank was thrown off 
and came up on the gravel bar, but he 
seemed to have got a kick from the 
horse that dazed him. The water on 
the bar was a little above his waist. 
He stood for a moment and then fell 
over into ithe swift current and was 
seen no more. 

Next year a settler was compelled 
to cross from the other side to get 
somie provisions, for the children had 
to have something to eat and ‘‘Men 
mfust work and women must w>eep. 

“Though the river bar be foaming.” 

He tried the fordi with a team and 
wagon, but unfortuately, did not chain 
his wagon box on, and it floated off 
and capsized. The team, with the bare 
wagon, was found next day on the 
shore and poor Bert was found some 
weeks afterwards about 18 miles fur¬ 
ther down. 

About two weeks after poor Frank 
was drowned, we were having a 
Twelfth of July picnic in a grove 
when word came that Frank had. been 
found, caught in the branches of an 
overhanging spruce. There was only 
one thing to do-go and get him be¬ 
fore the swift current swept him a - 
way. 

We had no undertakers, Neighbors 
felt it a sacred duty Ito help one an¬ 
other. To have offered money would 
have been an insult. Burying our 


dead had not as yet been commercial 
ized for the profit’s sake. I do not 
cast any reflection on our undertakers 
They are a necessity in the crowded 
cities, but we did ItHese -things out oi 
neighborly sympathy. 

While we had our little “God’s acre” 
j some miles further down yet many of 
the pioneers s-^id: 

“I Wcin't no silver mounted hearse. 

But just a student preacher read a 
bit of Scripture verse, 

And find me some sunny hillside 
where the water willow leans, 
And pant me on my homestead, 
where I hustled in my peans.” 

And here and there as one travels 
through the country may be seen a 
small plot about four feet by twelve, 
fenced off with spruce poles and in 
it some pioneer sleeps. 

Two or three of us at once left the 
picnic and w-enit some distance down 
the river, and lodged in the branches 
were the remains oi poor Frank. One 
of us crawled out on the overhanging 
trunk and slipped a rope around an 
arm and we slowly towed him to the 
shore. u* put a sheet under him and 
placed him on an old stable dood and 
took him to an uninhabited shack 
close by. 

The task was a gruesome one at 
best, bult the pioneer spirit of brother¬ 
hood demanded it be done. Some one 
of the neighbors drove 30 miles—15 
•each way for a coffin, and Pioneer D 
and myself were detailed to do the 
rest that evening in the shack. 

While I am not a total abstainer 
yelt I have never been accused of 
drinking, but a bottle of good Scotch 
was never so welcome as on that oc¬ 
casion when some kind-hearted and 
thoughtful friend slipped us one in at 
the door, and then “beat it.” and at 
the conclusion of thalt sad hue mah 
odorous task, we hadn’t so much as a 
sniff left in the bottom of the bottle. 
Robert had long and heavy whiskers 
and I had a heavy long moustache, 
which fact we both regretted, as you 
will see. 

The hearse was a wagon ard the 
trails were bad with many mud holes, 
so we had to drive some ten miles 
through brush, around mud holes, 
across creeks and muskegs to the cem 
etery. 

Going to a soldier’s funeral they 
play the Deal March, going away they 
play a lively air. Perfectly right The 
human mind cannot stand being keyed 
up to a pitch, andi even this distress¬ 
ing event after the funeral had a sort 
of grim humor. During the whole pro 
ceedin'gs Bob and myself had both 
been keyed up to a pitch. After the 
funeral at home, the reaction set in. 
and sitting down to .tea I was about 
to drink when it seemed thalt my 
moustache retained some of the odor 
of the shack. I got up, and taking hot 
water and soap, gave my moustache 
a good hot wash. 

King Midas in vain tried to elude 
the golden touch by drinking in haste 
a cup of coffee, bult the golden touch 
had nothing on the speed of this odor. 
I tried to gobble a drink quickly. It 
was still there. Pure nervouse re¬ 
action. I went to bed supperless to 
dream the whole thing over again. In 
a day or so it wore off. 

Then I thought of friend Bob with 
the bushy whiskers. If in his case the 
strength of the odor was in direct pro 
portion to the area and man of whisk¬ 
ers, I was thankful I had only a mous¬ 
tache.

of Cartiada bonds and treasury bills 
It is interesting to note that when 
the government wants! to borrow 
mioin ley from tlhe hanks it issues 
treasury bills, and to-day we have 
0/utstandin.g to thle blanks in tetras- 
ury bills no less a sum than $91,- 
315,000. You will notice, 'aismei>- 
tioinied by the hon. :member for 
West Calgary (Mr. Shaw), that 
although we charge the banks on¬ 
ly 5 per cent on the notes issued to 
them against the security offered 
which security might be treas¬ 
ury bills}—*we pay the banks them¬ 
selves for money lent aigainst tre- 
surv bills 5 1-4 per cent. These 
treasury bilk can again be 
b|ro'ugh[t back by the banks to the 
treasury board and the banks can 
obtain Dominion notes against 
them at 5 per cent. Otherwise you 
might look upon it as a sort of 
looping'the loop. 

It is rather interesting to notice 
that this privilege of going to the 
treasury board with securities and 
rediscounting them is open omly

It 
iih what you might call a bankers’ 
bank, and I think a good deal 
kntight be done to widen the scope 
:<f the work done by the treasury 
iboialrd. It could very readily be 
taken over by such an organiza¬ 
tion as the central bank, which is 
being suggested. I would like to 
remind the blouse that these trea¬ 
sury hills which the banks bold 
at the present time to an amount 
ovre $91,0100,000 Irani only for only 
the short period of six months. 
Does it not seem absurd that the 
Dominion government, ini making 
ipse of its credit, islhould not only 
have to* go to ia third pia(rty, but 
nay more more money for its bor¬ 
rowings than it charges the same 
parties wbot are loaning tol thlem, 
and that these motes should run 
for only the short period of six 
months ? 

T should like to say a few words 
with regard to the responsibility 
of note issue. The private notes 
are the first call upon the a/sisets 
o|f iai bank in case it fails. It is true 
that We have wih(a/t we call a note 
circulation redemption fund, but 
it does mot serve the purpose that 
the ppblic for a good many years 
have beenl in the habit of believe- 
ing it does. It has the impression 
of thie public fchja.t if the bank went 
to* the Wa f ll, all its notes would he 
taken cialre of by the note circula¬ 
tion redemption fund. This, how¬ 
ever, is not the case.

hanking system was so< perfect 
that We coud not amend the Bank 
Act with any sjatisfaction to the 
public, and that therefore it 
she|uld nut be amended. 

It is realized to-day that there 
is no government guarantee be¬ 
hind the deposits of private banks. 
It bias allslo been discovered that it 
is possible for the entire deposits 
be seized to meet notes outstand¬ 
ing. It bais been the impression of 
the depositing public for a good 
many years that if they put 
mioney into a bank all they had to 
do when they wanted to draw it 
out was to issue a cheque on the 
bank. That is true as long as the 
bank iis mmtaing, however bad its 
condition; may he, as we have 
seen in the Horae Bank, which 
has been in a bad condition fo*r 
the last seven) years; but when 
the /bank 1 closes its doors, what 
bap penis ? We find that the first 
lien on the assets of the bank is 
tille notes; secondly, co|mes the 
Dominion; government, together 
with any (advances made by the 
Treasury Board; thirdly, the 
provincial government, fourthly, 
any secured creditors,—and in 
the caSe of the Home Bank we 
found that tlhiey had mortgaged 
thjeir buildings to a firm in New 
Yolrk,—«a!nd fifthly, come the de¬ 
positors, who otherwise are un¬ 
secured creditors. A bank may 
lend an amount equal to its paid 
up capital to any one concern. 
This was proved ini the case of 
the Home Bank and La B;a,n)que 
Nationale. Unde^r the present 
qystelm that could not very read¬ 
ily be seen, and I hope it will be 
checked, by the ilnfcpector Gen-' 
eral whb we hope will he ap¬ 
pointed during the coming year. 
The system might be made more 
perfect by having' a central bank 
of rediscount, with officials 
wolrking in co-opera,tioni with 
that Inspector General. 

We find also that today sixty 
per cent of the banks’ capital is 
iUi bank buildings. To give an 
idea of the way the banks have 
been reduced in number (very 
largely because the small banks 
under the present system, and 
in the absence of a central bank
